The PREFACE. 


'E g H EN I was laſt at the Court of 


Prulſia, I ſent the following Relations 
to Holland in a familiar and negligent 


Stile, as Letters are uſually written, and in a dif- 
ferent Language from ours, Now that they are 


thought fit to be made public, I have with the ut- 
moſt e æactneſs expreſsd my Originals; not only as 
to the very Manner, but likewiſe in reference to 
the Contents, which in both are per fetHy the ſame: 
for as in altering or omitting any thing I cou'd not 
be juſt to the Truth; ſo for adding nothing at 
* — (tho never ſo material) I want not my 


| Reaſons, among which I reckon it the leaft, that 


hereafter I may gratify the curious with a much 
larger Account of the ſame and other Places. 


2. CERT AIN Terms (but very few which 


are promiſcuonſly us d in both Languages, as Mena- 
gery, Caſcades, and the like, I have left as I 


found em; tho in ſom others, the better to be un- 
derftood, I diſpens d with Cuftom : and thus a jet 
d'eau (for example) I have literally but coarſly 
tranſlated a Spout. More Tuftzces of this na- 
ture may occur; but this is a matter that, as I 
have little practis d it, giues me yet leſs trouble. 


* THE Perſon with whom I correſponded 
knew my Entertainment ſo well, and how I far'd © 
n every place, that I needed not to ſpeak much of 


im ſelf, as Travellers commonly do; and the little 


have ſuid was unavoidably occaſion'd by the Na- 
ture and Order of the Narrative I have made ac- 
cording to his Inftruttions, without any View or 
Fer miſſion at that time to print it. But I aſſure 


thaſe who may be diſpleas d at my receiving any

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lonor or Favors from Perſons ſo highly digni y d 
that tho I have = Reaſon to think the hettey of 
my ſelf for it, yet I think not the morſe of any 
others. e = 


4. M ANY who were neer abroad, and have 
form'd very odd Notions to themſelves of all other 
States and Princes, will be ready to accuſe me of 
Hlattery; and ſom others will be apt to believe, that 
Obligations from Super iors may gain upon a Man 
ſomtimes to repreſent things in a better Light than 
they deſerve, tho without any deſign of impoſing on 
the Public : but taking wholly on my ſelf all the Re- 
flections I have made, I appeal for matters of Fact 
to the Engliſh who have bin at both Courts ſince the 
Act of Succeſſion ,, and they are not a few of all 
Qnalitys, Conditions, and Partys. Judgments it's 
true may differ; and God forbid that in this par- 
ticular any Man ſiou d be abridg d of his Liberty. 
Som therfore may probably condemn what I ſo much 
approve in the Buildings, Inſcriptions, Statues, and 
Medals of one Prince; while they, who admire all 
theſe, may diflike what I yet more approve in the 
political, religious, and domeſtic Maxims of another 
Prince. But I defire not to be miſunderſtood, fince 
they are only the bare Facts that I recommend to 
every one's Conſideration ;, and that I think my ſelf 
but one of many Judges, without expecting any de- 
_ ference to my Opinion. DN 


5. AS to the Title of Royal Highneſs which I 
give in theſe Letters to the Princeſs SOPHIA. 
Electreſs Dowager of Hanover, the Perſon to whom 
I wrote them dos the ſame, not merely as ſhe's the 
preſumtiue Succeſſor of the Engliſh Throne, but 
rather as being the Daughter of a Prince who was 
acknowledg'd 55 the Nations of England and Hol- 
land for King of Bohemia. The Miniſters of ſom J 
ren Princes ( who own d her Father for no more than 
Elettor Palatin) uſe the ſame Stile, and I _ 
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ſeen the Letters of ſom Princes themſelves directed 
to her Royal Highneſs: bur, few People doing it in 
England becauſe ſhe's not ſo nam'd in our Liturgy, 
I wou d inform the Reader, that it was not out of 


Ipnorance or Inadvertence I gave her that Title, but 
from Perſuaſion and Example. 


6.1 HAVE ſubjoind, as a proper Appendix 
to theſe Papers, the Oath for abjuring the preten- 


ded FAMES the Third, and all other Pretenders 


whatſoever, and alſo the Clauſe that makes it 
High-T reaſon to write or ſpeak, or to commit any 
other overt Act, againſt the Proteſtant Succeſſion in

Ihe reaſon of it is, that the Country is 

not near ſo well peopl'd, nor the Ways 
ſo much frequented by Paſſengers, as in 
155 gland and Holland.

World. 
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Villages, being ſo thick ſown and ſo 
near one another, there is always a great 


number of Perſons paſſing and repaſſing, 


and the very Neighbourhood is an In- 


ticement for many to go from home; 
beſides that Trade is the Cauſe, that 
Crouds of People, who have a mutual 
Dependence on each other, are continus 


ally beating the Road. Add to this, 
that our Stage-Coaches, Waggons, 


Boats, and other Carriages, are not only 
very regular in their Turns, but that, 
counting one time with another, they 


are generally fil'd with Paſſengers. 
The Innkeepers therfore are careful to 
provide whatever may ſerve for the 


Convenience, Pleaſure, or Neceflity of 
all Kinds and Ranks of People, being 


certain of receiving the Mony they have 
laid out with conſiderable Profit. And 
if it ſhowd happen ſomtimes (as it 
cannot but do) that there is not Com- 


pany enough to conſume what they 
dreſs, yet they are at no loſs; for beſides 


what the Family cats of it, and what 


they can ſell] to their poorer Neighbors, 
they get themſelves ſufficiently reim- 
burgd by the next Comers, in which Art 
the Innkeepers of England and Holland 


are the moſt experienc'd Maſters in the

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3. NOW, on the contrary, in theſe 


Parts of Germany which you have ſpe- | 


city*d, the Country not being peopl'd a 
fifth part, there being little or no Trade, 
and very few Travellers, there is not a 
Proſpect of Gain enough to make the 
Innkeepers furniſh their Houſes with 
Beds or Utenſils, nor to lay up any Store 
of good Proviſions, nor ever to dreſs a 
Bit of Meat beforehand: fo that a Man 
is very happy if he meets with clean 
| Straw wheron to ſleep, without expec- 
ting Sheets or Coverings; and he has no 
great reaſon to complain if he gets any 
thing to eat, tho without the Service of 
Plates, Forks, or Napkins. He muſt 
be content to have the Cows, Swine, 
and Poultry for his Fellow-Lodgers, 
and to go in at the ſame Paſlage that the 
Smoak comes gut, for there's no other 
vent for it but the Door; which makes 
Foreigners commonly ſay, that the 
People in Weſtphalia enter their Houſes 
by the Chimny. This is the reaſon 
Why their Beef and Hams are fo finely. 
wepar'd and ripen'd; for the Fireplace 
being backwards, the Smoak muſt 
{ſpread over all the Houſe before it gets 
to the Door, which makes every thing 
within of a ruſſet or ſable Color, not 
V excepting 
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excepting the Hands and Faces of the 


meaner ſort. Thus what we many 


times attribute to Art, is only the 
effect of Ignorance or Chance. | But as 


to the badneſs of their Entertainment I 
muſt add, that the People of Condition 
who travel are very uncertain, having Re- 


lays of their own; and that thoſe, who 
go by the Poſt-Waggons, are ſeldom at 


much Expence. But were there as ma- 


ny People on the Road, or that their

4. AS for what regards Robbers and 
Highway-men, how they have bin ex- 


terminated out of theſe Countrys, and 


by what Regulations they are kept from 
breaking out again, I ſhall take another 
time to give you my Reaſons or my 

Opinion: but now I will delay no long- 


er to communicat to you thoſe Remarks 
you have fo much preſsd me to ſend. 
concerning the Court and Country of 
his Majeſty the King of Pruſſia, I may 


truly ſay, that, without asking Queſti- 
ons of any Body, a Traveller may di- 


ſtinguiſh this Country by moſt ſenſible 


effects, as ſoon as he enters it. The Highs 
ways are here kept in better Order than 


elſwhere, the Poſts are more regular, 


public Carriages are more expeditious ; 


and wherever the Ways divide them- 


ſelves, 
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ſelves, there are ſtrong Pillars erected, 
with as many pointing Arms as there 
are Roads, bearing, in Letters cut or 
painted, the Names of the next Stage, 
and telling the number of Miles to that 
Place, as well as from the laſt out of 
Which you ſet forth. And this method 
is exactly obſerv*d throout all his Maje- 
ſty's Dominions, which are ſo large and 
numerous, extending from his Dutchy 
of Cleves on your Confines, all the way 
croſs the Empire to the Kingdom of Po- 
land. Having come to Berlin this Year 
by the way of Hamburgh, as the laſt 
Lear from Hanover; and having ſeen 


not only Halberſtadt, Magdenburg, 


and Brandenburg on the one ſide, but 
likewiſe ſeveral ſmaller Citys, Bur- 
roughs, and numberleſs Villages on the 
one and the other ſide; I preſently took 
notice, that (beſides the Ways) all the 
Churches as well of the Country as of 
the Towns were kept in ſo good a repair 
as I never ſaw the like, being moſt of em 
| newly plaifter'd, whiten'd, or adorn'd in 
ſom other manner; the Church-yards 
being inclos'd with durable Walls of 
Stone or Brick, the Gates being general- 
ly large, and many new Steeples rais'd, 
not inferiour to the old ones: but whe- 
ther in being lately built from the 
| Ground, 
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Ground, or in being repair'd and beau- 


tify'd, I cou'd not remark one Church 


that was defective in any thing. I ſay 
this of the Churches both of the Lu - 
therans and the Calviniſts, for wy have 
their Church-yards, Steeples, Bells, and 

ſuch other things alike ; and not as with 
you in Holland, or with us in England, 


Were the tolerated Churches have not 


thoſe Marks of Honor (as I may call 
them) or where the Poverty or Mode- 
ſty of the Congregations dos not affe 
them. You may perceive by this in- 
ſtance, how great a regard the King 
has to the Beauty of public Buildings, 
no leſs than for the Conveniences of 
public Worſhip. And indeed all the 
Roads, Statues, Fountains, Edifices, 
and other Structures belonging to the 
Public, ought to be every where mag- 
nificent, as well as kept in good Order; 
in both which reſpects England comes 
mighty ſhort of Holland, Theſe are 
not only an Ornament to a Country, 
and the Indications of a noble Spirit 
and great Wealth, of Wiſdom and Fru- 
gality in the Magiftrats ; but even the 
meaneſt of the vulgar are fond of ſuch 
things, not merely as fine Objects that 
make delightful Impreſſions on their 
Senſes, but they conſider them likewiſe | 
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as their own Property (which certainly 


they are) in common with all thoſe, - 
who contribute to their founding or pre- 
ſervation : juſt in the ſame manner that 


the Street belongs no leſs to a Cobler 
than to a Duke; and they value them- 
ſelves accordingly. 


5. EXCEPTING the Places a- 


bout the Capital City of Berlin, 


(which is ſituated in a very ſandy Ter- 


ritory, and too much cover'd with 
Woods) the Country is at leaſt twice 
as well peopPd, and in many Parts a 


great deal more than Weſtphalia, I 
met many more Paſſengers on the Road, 


I perceiv'd all Men employ'd about ſom 


buſineſs or other ; and I ſaw ſeveral 
Trades and ManufaQtures as I paſt a- 
long; every thing being at once in a per- 
petual motion, and yet the whole enjoy- 
ing a moſt profound repoſe. You have 


too accurat a knowledg of Nature, SIR, 


to admit of any hazard in the Univerſe, 


© being fully perſuaded that every Effect 


has its natural and neceſſary Cauſe: 


and I make no queſtion but you'l confeſs 


with me, that all theſe things are pro- 
duc d by the gentle, wiſe, and watchful 
Government of the late Elector, and of 


the preſent King, who can never do 


C better 
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better than ſcrupulouſly to follow the 
Leſſons of ſo great a Maſter; and in 
reality he has ſurpaſt them on many 
accounts, which I ſhall ſhow to you as 
the proper Occaſions may offer them- 

ſelves. 1 9 5 NF . 


6. THERE is no Prince that more 
ſucceſsfully practiſes thoſe Maxims 
which to the ignorant ſeem contradic- 
tory, but without which nevertheleſs 
there cou'd be no Society or Govern- 
ment; and we may ſay, that God him- 
ſelf preſerves the World by the Oppo- 
fitions of Heat and Cold, of Gravity 
and Levity, of hard and fluid Bodys, 
whence proceeds the admirable Harmo- 
ny of all things, Thus a Prince ought 
to be mild himſelf, while his Laws are 
ſevere; he muſt be impartial towards 
his Subjects, yet diſtinguiſh Merit; and 
moderat in his 1 but law fully 
exacting all that is requiſit for the good 
of the State. In a word, you'l never 
ſee a great number of People, where 
there is not a manifeſt ſafety for their 
Perſons and Poſſeſſions; a Conſumtion 
at Home for the Productions of their 
Induſtry or their Lands, and a Market 
for the ſame things abroad, which 
makes them of courſe to be n to 
| | Oren 
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foren Countrys, and other neceſſary 
Goods to be imported thence in ex- 


change, or, what gives us the Ballance 
of Trade, Mony. Where theſe things 


are ſeen, dne may not more infallibly 


conclude Smoak to be a ſign of Fire, 


than that the Soverein 1s religiouſly 


_ obſervant of the Laws, a Preſerver of 


Liberty, an Incourager of Arts, a Pro- 
tector of the good, a Puniſher of the 
bad, and that he believes his Revenues 


more ſecure in the Purſes of his Subjects 


than in his own Treaſury : for thoſe 
Princes that require too much of their 
Subjects, will get nothing in a ſmall 
time; wheras ſuch as limit themſelves to 
what is neceſſary, will never want an 


Ouverplus in caſe of need. But where to 


find many of this ſort among the De- 
ſpotic Princes of our Time, is an In- 


quiry no leſs difficult, than nice and 


dangerous. 


7. ALL thoſe Effects I have bin re- 
lating to you of the Juſtice, Moderati- 
on, and Prudence of King FREDERI G, 
are literally true, and they appear every 
where; but no where in greater Luſtre, 
than in his ordinary Reſidence of Berlin. 
This City, which is indifferently ſpacious, 
but extremely fine, is divided into two 

C 2 prin- 
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principal Parts, wherof the firſt, which | 


is the old Town, is again ſubdivided 
into three Quarters, namely Berlin, Co- 
len, and the Werder. The new Town, 
which is likewiſe begun to be fortify'd, 
is one part of it calPd Friderickſtadt, 
and the other part Dorothceſtadt, from 
the Names of the late Elector and Elec- 
treſs; ſo that the whole City conſiſts of 
five Wards, not to mention the Sub- 
urbs. The Streets are very large and 
noble, much better pav'd than is uſual 
in Germany, and planted in moſt parts 
of the Town with Rows of Trees as in 
your Provinces, which ſerves for profit 
as much as for pleaſure, tho little prac- 
tis'd in England. There are fine Ca- 
nals that croſs and ſeparat the ſeveral 
Wards, with Draw-Bridges aſter the 
model of thoſe in Holland, and as hand- 
ſom. The new Houſes are moſtly built 
after the beſt Taſt of Architecture, being 
generally beautify*d on the outſide, and 
not always ill-furniſh?d within; the 
few old Houſes that remain, being in 
reſpect of the others as ragged and de- 
form'd Dwarfs compar'd with gentile 
and proper Men. 1 


8. THERE are in this City many 
things worthy the Curioſity of Stran- 
wa gers.

ſen, numerous, and in good caſe; yet it 


wants much of being equal to the Libra- 
ry at Wolfembuttle, tho it might receive 


a noble addition by his Excellency Baron 
SPANHELM'S Books, which the King 
has purchas'd, and are kept apart in the 


Chancery. No other account needs to 
be given of them, when they are 


known to have bin collected by that 


incomparable Antiquary, polite Scho- 


lar, and approv'd Stateſman, Near 
to the Royal Library is a Cabinet of 


Raritys, which may be properly calld 
A rich Treaſure, containing many won- 
derful effects of Nature and Art, ſuch 


as are not eaſily ſeen in other Courts; to 


which muſt be join'd his Ry cu- 
of both 


rious Collection of Medals, 
which a particular account may be ſeen 


in ſeveral Volums, already publiſh'd, of 
Monſieur BERGER 'S Theſaurus Bran- 


deburgicus. The Moderns have pro- 
duc'd nothing that exceeds the Eque- 


{trian Statue, which by Order of the 


King is elevated to the Honor of his 


illuſſrious Father (the greateſt General 


of the former Age) on the fine Bridg 
of ſquare Stone, which his Majeſty _ 
1 causꝰ 
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gers. In the Palace is a Library, which 
has an annual Fund to augment and to 
maintain it. The Books are well cho- 
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caus'd to be built over a Branch of the 
Spre. The Man and the Horſe are one 
intire piece, which was caſt at once; it 
weighs 3000 Quintals of Metal, and 
coſt torty thouſand Crowns. The Pe- 
deſtrian Statue for his Majeſty reſembles 
him very much, and is to be ſet up in 
the Area of the Arſenal, which is almoſt 


fniſh'd, in the Quarter call'd the Wer- | 


der. It is a maſſy ſquare Building, 
where Architecture and Expence, where 
Convenience and Ornament have not 
bin dealt by a ſcanty Hand, and wher- 
of a great part is already ſtor'd with 
very fair pieces of Artillery and other 
Arms, which are kept in good order. 


9. NEAR tothe Arſenal is a Sluce, 
formerly of Timber, but now wholly 
of wrought Stone, and accompany'd 
with a large wet Dock, which may 
well be call'd the Port of Berlin, by 
reaſon of the great number of Veſſels 
that are ſeen conſtantly there, either 
going up or coming down, without 
reckoning the Boats of the City: for 
this River is join'd hy an artificial Ca- 
nal to the Oder, ſo that there is a free 

Navigation for ſmall Craft, from Sileſia 
acroſs all Germany, till the Spre em- 
tys it ſelf into the Havel; and till * laſt 
flows 
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flows at Havelberg into the Elb, wher- 
hy it communicates it ſelf with the O- 
cean. With very little charge there 
might a Paſſage be made between the 
Oder and the Danube, at leaſt a good 

part of the way; and the Land-Carriage 
of the reſt wou'd ſignify little, the 
whole not exceeding twenty Leagues. 
Thus not only the Trade of Hungary 
might be carry'd on this way, but like- 
wiſe of a good part of the Levant, be- 
| ſides many other Advantages; amon 
which I reckon it not the leaſt, that it 
by the Conjunction of France and Spain 
we ſhou'd com to be ſhut out of the 
Mediterranean Sea (which is a caſe I 
firmly truſt will never happen) or that 
a Toll ſhou'd be exacted of all other 
Nations at the Strait's Mouth, like 
that of the King of Denmark on the 
Sound of the Baltic Sea, then the Engliſh 
and Dutch might bring home a great 
quantity of their Turky Merchandize 
by this Paſſage. I know the Remedy 
will be thought worſe than the Diſeaſe, 
ſince the King of Pruſſia is not ſole Ma- 
ſter from the Danube to the Northern 
Ocean, and every great and petty Prince 
wou'd demand ſo many acknowlege- 
ments, as might not only much leſſen the 
Profit but likewiſe prey upon the wy. 
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This is a Caſe that I hope will never 
need to be nicely examin'd, and my 
Defign is only to indicat a Paſſage that 


may not yet be known to you, and fo 


leave you to make what uſe of it you 
think fit. All the Dominions of his 
Pruſſian Majeſty, as well inland as mari- 


tim, are excellently water'd with navi- 


gable Rivers (which makes the Circu- 
lation, if not the Soul of Commerce) as 


the Rhine, the Maeſe, the Weſer, the 
Elb, the Hagel, the Havel, the Wer- 


ter, the Oder, the Viſtula, the Pregel, 


and ſeveral others: beſides that his 


Kingdom of Pruſſia, and his Dutchy of 
Pomerania, take up a great part of the 


Coaſt of the Baltic Sea, and ly extremely 


convenient for Traffick, as they drive a 
pretty conſiderable one, which by riglit 
management might be vaſtly improv'd. 


10. BUT to return to Berlin, upon 
the Reparation of the Sluce ( which I 
mention'd to you before) the King has 
caus'd a fine Medal to be ſtruck, and 


likewiſe another to commemorat the 


Additions, Portifications, and Orna- 
ments, by which he has render'd this 
City remarkable, and to eternize the 


Arts and Commerce which he has therin 


ſo happily ſettl d. I never ſaw a nobler 
Medal 
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Medal, than that which was ſtruck on 


bis taking upon him the Royal Title 


and Dignity ; for *tis a common miſtake 


that the Emperor made him King, 


whatever Conſent he might give toge- 


ther with other Princes, ſince in Pruſſia 


his Majeſty is independent of all Power 


but that of God. The Reverſe of this 
Medal is Juſtice crowning her ſelf, with 


a Motto very proper for the Thing and 
the Occaſion, Saum cuique, To every Per- 


ſon his own, Another Medal I ſaw (wher- 


of the Reverſe is a HARPYHOCRATES) 
to denote the Zeal and Secrecy with

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Here I take occaſion, SIR, to tell you, 
that in this regard there is no Prince at 


preſent in Europe, who has a nobler and 
greater Soul than FrxEverIC the 


Firſt. If the antient Romans cou'd 


return again to the World, they wou'd 
be amaz'd to find Barbariſm overſpread 


all their belov'd Italy, while the Arts | 
and Sciences flouriſh in the midſt of | 
Germany, which in their time was little | 
elſe but immenſe Foreſts and Marſhes, | 


the Receptacles of a ſavage and unpo- 


liſh'd People, tho warlike, brave, and 
free. But above all they wou'd juſtly 
extol and admire the King of Prufſia's 


Genius, who is inflam'd with thoſe 
ſame refin'd Paſſions, that made or pre- 
ſerv*d the Glory of their own moſt cele- 
brated Heroes. Like them he under- 


ſtands, he loves, he erects public Buil- 


dings, Statues, Aqueducts; he ftrikes 
Medals to celebrat the Occaſion and to 
perpetuat the Example of Events; and 
makes ſignificant Inſcriptions every 


where, in imitation of thoſe great Men. 


Zuch as diſhke his Majeſty's Conduct in 
fom other matters (for what Prince is 
there exemt from Enemys or Detractors 
any more than privat Perſons?) muſt 
needs in theſe things unwillingly com- 
mend him, becauſe they are good in 
thems 


' ce Roa» 
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themſelves, and notorious Facts known 


to ſo many as makes it impoſſible to 


conceal or deny them. There is yet 
another Statue of his Majeſty actually 
preparing, which will be an extraordi- 
nary Piece of Workmanſhip. The De- 


ſign is almoſt Gigantic, and it is to be 
the Ornament of a new Gate which 


will be call'd the Royal Gate, whence 
the Street is like wiſe to derive its Name. 
But another time I may ſend you a more 
ample Deſcription of it, with the man 
Figures of Stone that are to embelliſh 
and accompany it. 


11. IN the Quarter of Berlin, pe- 
culiarly ſo call'd, there is near the Wall 
of the Town a ſtately Amphitheatre 


for the fighting and baiting of Bears, 
Lions, Bulls, Urochſen which are the 


Uri of the Antients, and of other wild 


and fierce Beaſts, of which a good 


Number is always kept underneath in 
their Dens. Tho the old Stables near 
the Palace are very large, yet he has 
built others in the new Town, which 


may be properly call'd magnificent, and 
are often miſtaken by Strangers for ſom 


great Miniſter's Palace. They are di- 


vided into two Courts, and nine Pavi- 
liens in equal diſtances. Over head is 


3 . the 
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the Academy of the Painters, of the 
Learned, and of all the gentile Arts 
which are much incourag'd here; and 
the:e is likewiſe raisd a conſpicuous Ob- 
fervatory for Aſtronomers. This gave 
occalzon to a Perſon, who had no great 
opinion of the Men of Letters in this 
Academy, to tell the King that he did 

very well to lodg his Horſes and his Aſ- 

ſes together. Tis for thoſe Gentlemen 
ſo to diſtinguiſh themſelves by their va- 
lvable Productions, as to make this Re- 
flection to paſs in the World for nothing 
but a Jeſt. Now of all the Curioſitys 
of Berlin. the moſt principal is the new 
Royal Palace, which is a building and 
very forward in the Quarter of Colen, 
on the ſame Ground where the old Ca- 
ſtle ſtood. I ſhall not enter into parti- 
culars, out of which I cou'd not extricat 
my ſelf a long time; nor will I take this 
opportunity (tho a moſt proper one) to 
ſhew you my Skill in ArchiteQure, and 
that 1 have read all the Commentators 
on VITRuVIUS. "Tis better to ſay 
nothing on ſuch a Subject, than not to 
ſay enough. But, till I can procure 
the Plan of it, I ſhall only inform you, 
that notwithſtanding you have travel'd 
very far, yet you never ſaw any thing 
more exact, commodious, or kat 
tho 
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tho I confeſs you have bin in one or two 


that might be more capacious, but then 
they were leſs regular. In ſhort, the 
other Palaces of Europe that have had ſo 


many Kings ſucceſſively to inlarge, 


adorn, or repair them, are like to be- 


com obſcure, and to ſerve for a foil to 
that of the firſt Chriſtian King of Pruſ- 
ſia; as his very Crown and Scepter, by 
the Number, Splendor, and Value of 
their precious Stones, have already e- 
clips'd all theirs. There are thoſe who 


blame this Profuſion of Diamonds, and 


think they might be better improv'd 
than thus to ly in dead ſtock : but tho 
the difference between Princes and pri- 


vat Men be a ſufficient Anſwer, yet 


*tis not my buſineſs to enter into the 
Reaſons of ſuch things, but to give to 
you, SIR, a true Relation of Fact. 


12. THE Citizens, in imitation of 
the Father of the Country, go on with. 


new Buildings every day in all Quarters 


of the Town, each of em ſtriving to 
outvy the reſt; ſo that in a few Years 
Berlin will be one of the fineſt Citys 
that can be ſeen. Divers ſorts of Ma- 
nufactures are there in a moſt thriving 
Condition, as curious Works in Gold 
and Silver, in poliſh'd Steel and in 

| Glaſs; 
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Glaſs; as alſo light Stuffs, coarſe Clothsg | 
Stockins, with ſeveral other things. And 
really it cannot well be otherwiſe; for, 


| beſides the good Order, Juſtice, and Mo- 


deration, which I mention'd before as 
the natural and general Cauſes of theſe 


Effects, we ought not to forget three 
particular things that have highly con- 
tributed therto. I give the firſt place 


to that great number of French Refu- 
gees, and other perſecuted Proteſtants, 
who have found here a moſt aſſur'd Pro- 


tectioa and Sanctuary, together with ex- 
traordinary Privileges and Immunitys, 


which muſt needs attract the favor of 
Heaven, as well as beget the temporal 
Conſequences which naturally reſult 
from thence ; for the more People, the 
more Conſumtion and Commerce, and 
therfore the more Riches, Revenues, 


and Soldiers. This is ſo true, that in the 


ſpace of a few Years after this General 
Naturalization, the Incoms of the Poſt- 
Office, and all the ſeveral Exciſes, 
drought into the Treaſury double what 
they us'd to do; the number of Houſes 
increas'd prodigiouſly, and Bills of Ex- 


change were much eaſier paid than for- 


merly. At the beginning perhaps theſe 
things were little deſign d, and Religion 
alone was the Motive; but once that the 

3 Conſe- 
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Conſequences were perceiv'd, nothing 
has bin omitted to improve the Advan- 
tages, and ſom other Princes of Germa- 
ny begin to follow the Example: but 
their Projects are ſure to miſcarry, if the 
Liberty and Privileges they give be not 
equal to thoſe of the Natives here, or 
if they overcharge their Subjects or their 
Induſtry with Taxes when they find em 
begin to thrive. The Second thing is 

that intire Liberty of Conſcience which 
all good Chriſtians enjoy in this place, 
and throout all his Majefty's Territorys ; 
which to the Inhabitants yields a ſecure 
and agreeable Dwelling, as it invites 
Strangers to ſettle among them, having 
nothing to fear about their Souls, no more 
than concerning their Bodys or Poſſeſſions. 
The Lutherans and the Calviniſts live a- 
micably together, notwithſtanding the 
Efforts of deſigning Neighbors to break 
their Concord. Their Churches, I told 
you, were without all Marks of Diſtinc- 
tion; and they are themſelves indifferent- 
ly prefer'd to Civil and Military Offices, 
according to their Merit or Recommen- 
dation, without any Brands of Infamy or 
Diſtruſt on either ſide, to hinder and in- 
large inſtead of leſſening and healing their 
Breaches. Tho the King is himſelf a Cal- 
viniſt, yet the National Religion in — 
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of his Dominions is that of the Luthe- 
rans, and their Churches are paid by the 
Revenues appropriated to this purpoſe; 
while thoſe of the Calviniſts are ſuppor- 
ted by voluntary Contributions, excep- 
ting {uch as particularly belong to the 
Court, Yet in moſt Places the Calvi- 
niſts have better Livings than the Luthe- 
rans; and ſince the Diſtinction is ſolely 
confin'd to the Clergy, without a Lay- 
man's getting or loſing any thing 1n his 
Honor or Profit by profeſſing either 
Religion, *tis very probable that they 
have fewer Hypocrites than where it is 
beneficial or detrimental to be of a cor- 
tain Set: and there is Demonſtration, 
that, ſuppoſing the Miniſters of any 
ſide ſhou'd grow uneaſy, they cou'd 
never draw the Laity into their Quarrel, 
who have already a full Libgrty of wor- 
ſhipping God according to the Dictates 
of their Conſcience; and in temporal 
_ Concerns they wou'd risk a certainty 
for an uncertainty, merely to gratify the 
Ambition of a Prieſt, which no wiſe 
Man will ever do, no more than any 
good Man can expect it. However the 
King omits nothing to unite all his Sub- 
jects, not by Incapacitys, Force, or Diſ- 
grace, but by Evangelical Perſuaſion, 
by the Tenderneſs of a common —

of no contemtible 
nion, that it were more adviſable not 
to build ſo many Houſes, and to confine 
the Expence of them all to two or three, 
which wou'd render 'em more magni- 
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and by repreſenting the {mall Impor- 


tance of their Differences. The Third 


and laſt thing is the great number of 
Houſes which his Majeſty builds in ſe- 


veral Places for his own Uſe, but eſpe- 
cially in the Neighborhood of Berlin, 


which makes an ample Compenſation to 


this City for the barrenneſs of its Soil: 
and to theſe three Cauſes it is, that in a 
particular manner J attribute the ſenſi- 


ble improvement of the Brandenburg 
Dominions and of the City of Berlin 
within the compaſs of a few Years,

ficent than thoſe of any other German 
Prince. But beſides chat the King can fur- 
niſh Mony enough to make two or three 
of his Houſes as magnificent as he pleaſes 
(ſetting apart every Year, as he actually 


dos, 150000 Crowns towards his Buil- 
dings) his Subjects do like wiſe receive 
therby conſiderable Profits, both by 


their Labor, and by the Materials they 
furniſh, for which they are punctually 


paid. This makes Mony circulat in the 


RK Country, 


very well ſom Men 
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Country, and ſeems to be one of his 
Majeſſy's principal Views. There is 
not a Prince in the World, and it may 
be ſew privat Perſons, that underſtands 
better than him the Charms and Plea- 
{ures of a Country Life; which were ſo 
much belov'd, prais'd, and cultivated 
by the great Men ot Antiquity, This 
appears not only by the Time and Di- 
verſions he employs there, but likewiſe 
by the ſeveral Situations, the different 
Furniture, by the Diſtances and Struc- 
ture of his Houſes. They are moſt neatly 
kept, as becomes a Prince; and ſo com- 
pleatly provided acbapding to their vari- 
ous Bulk or Uſes, that nothing is ever 
remov*d from one Houſe to another, 
each having whatever is fit for it ſelf, 
without excepting even the Services ot 
Gold and Silver Plate, which I am in— 
form'd is a thing that cannot be ſaid of 
any other Prince in Europe. I ſhall 
now ſpeak a word to you concerning 
each of theſe. 


14. THE fiſt I aw is Oranieburg, 
begun by the late Elector for the Elec- 
treſs's Pleaſure, call'd after the Name of 
her Family, and ſituated in a Country 
that much reſembles Holland. There 
is near it a {mall City of the ſame 

Name, 
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Name, and all around are eternal Me- 
dows, water'd and divided by many 


Canals drawn out of the Hagel; and 
they are bounded by Woods, a- 


croſs which are cut ſeveral long Viſtas, 
ſom of them reaching even to other 
Houſes. It conſiſts at preſent of two 


Courts, the Body of the Houſe or the 
principal part being in the middle; his 


Majeſty having augmented it by almoſt 


one half, and added ſeveral Ornaments 
to it in Honor of his Mother, as ap- 
pears from a Latin Inſcription that ſtands 


over the great Door. The Garden is 
very large, and furniſh'd with Statues, 
Fountains, Obeliſcs, Grottos, a Vole- 
ry, an Orangery, and another little 
Houſe ſome paces further call'd the Fa- 
vorite, where the King may conveni— 


ently ly when he pleaſes. There is a Me- 
nagery a building, alſo a Hermitage, 


and all that depends on all theſe. The 


Spout in the great Stair-caſe mounts 


forty ſix foot, and is yet exceeded by a- 


nother in the Garden, both being ſup- 
ply'd by moſt coſtly Water- Works rais'd 
on the River-Side in a ſpacious Flat, 
Where there is not the leaſt Eminence to 
aſſiſt them. But the Gallery and Cabinet 


of Porcelain or China-Ware (containing 
likewiſe numberleſs Gems, antique 
; = Rs Heads, 
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Heads, Seals, and the like) is a Wonder 


that has not the like ejſwhere. I don't 
believe the Emperor of China can ſhow | 


a greater Diverſity, and he is the only 
Prince that can equal the Quantity. No- 


thing more agreeably entertains the 


Sight. The Order of 'em is admirable, 
and ſhow's the methodical Genius of the 


King, who has rang'd them fo finely in 
Pyramids, Obcliics, Pillars, and into 


all the Forms and Figures conceivable, 
from the {mallelt Curioſitys to Jarts 


and other Veilcls of a prodigious ſize. 


The Wainicot (it I may ſo call it) ot 
theſe Rooms is of pure Looking-Glals, 
_ which by the Reflection of ſo many 


Raritys produces a charming Spectacle, 
the Moldings and Frames being exqui- 
ſitly gilt and painted. From berlin to 


this Place are four German Miles, diſt in- 


guiſh'd by ſo many Pedeſtals of hewn 


Stone, With their proper Numbers and 


Inſcriptions, in imitation of the milliary 
Stones of the antient Romans; but theſe 


jaſt were erected at the end of every 
thouſand Paces, 


15. THE ſame Diſtance and the ſame 
milliary Stones are found between Berlin 
and Poſtdam, lying in an Iſland about 
four Leagues in Circumference, farm'd 


by 
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by the Spré and the Havel. T here is 


alſo here a Town of the ſame Name, 
environ'd with Hillocks, Coppicewoods, 


Groves, and Foreſts. One day it will 


be made a lovely Place, for the new 


Gate of a conſummat Architecture will 
temt his Majeſty to conform the reſt 
of the Houſe to it, tho at this preſent it 
be truly Royal. There 1s likewiſe a 
new Plan made for the Garden, and on 
the other ſide of the River they are con- 
triving of Caſcades from a conſiderable 
Height over againſt the Houſe, which 
ſeems to confirm my Prediction. A 


quarter of a League from thence there 


is a fine Menagery, where is kept the 
greateſt number of Pheaſants I ever ſaw. 


You ſee there many ſtrange Birds, with 


other rare and exotic Animals : but the 
little Indian Goats, ſcarce bigger than 
our Rabbits, pleas'd me above all the 
reſt, The Ile is diverſify'd with thick 
Foreſts, flat Medows, and delightful. 
Fields. About the middle of it ſtands 


the Pleaſure- Houſe and Garden of Born- 


heim, where grows the beſt Fruit of 
the Royal Gardens, as the King himſelf 
was pleas'd to tell me; for tho I went 
thither one Morning to view it, the Gar. 
dener did not vouchſafe to offer me as 
much as a Peach, but the complaints of 

Db, — every 
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every body elſe perſuaded me it was no 
particular Slight. From a gentle Hill near 
that place you enjoy a moſt agreable 


Proſpe& from one end of the Iland to 


the other; you ſee the Conjunction of 


the two Rivers, and many Villages, | 
Poſtdam is almoſt mid-way between 
two leſſer Houſes belonging to his Ma- 


jeſty, well furniſh'd as they are all, and 


very deliciouſly ſituated. Kapput being 


a ſmall League lower, the River be- 
coms much larger, and forms a ſort of 


a Lake from thence to Poſtdam ; and 
tho Kleiniken be half a League higher 
towards Berlin, yet the River is there 


as large as at Kapput, by reaſon of the 


Confluence of ſeveral Waters, and the 
Diviſion of the Spre and the Havel: 


ſo that the King may divert himſelf in 


his Yachts from Poſtdam to either of 
theſe Houſes as he finds himſelf dif- 


pos'd. 
16. IN the Neighborhood of Berlin 


there are ſeveral other Houſes, wherof 

I ſhall make no particular Deſcription, 
as Faarlandt, Fridericsfeldt, Roſen- 

daal, Keppenich, Rhudau, Blankenfeldt, 


Meynderſhauſen, Hoppengaarden, and 
Belvedere. Tis at Schoonhauſen, with- 
in a League of Berlin, that the King dos 


ordi- 


68 
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ordinarily reſide during the Summer- 
Seaſon. The Houſe is very conveni- 
ent, the Gardens are hand ſom enough; 
and I have no where in Germany ſeen 
greener Borders, Walks, and Parterres. 
The King has yet ſeveral other Houſes, 
25 one at Tangermunden, and another 
lately built in the City of Magdenburg, 
{acing the great Place before the Dome 
or Cathedral Church, and over againſt 
the Citadel, which is divided from it by 

the Elb. I have nothing to ſay about 
the Caſtle of Cleves, nor his Houſes in 
Pruſſia, or in any of his other Domini- 
ons, where I have never bin; but of 
all theſe Places ſo commodious, or ſum- 
tuous, or agreable, the ſma]l Houſe of 
Fridericſdaal, within a League of Ora- 
nieburg, is the moſt to my fancy, as it 
is the moſt regularly built of all the reſt, 
and after the Model of Marli, the King 
himſelf being the Architect. To retire 
with a ſelect Company, or to be alone 
among, variety of Books, Frideric{daal is 
the Place I wou'd prefer before any other. 
Here the King is a Husbandman, ha- 
ving a mighty pretty Farm and a neat 
Dairy, manag'd by Suiſſers, who make 
as good Butter and Cheeſe as in their 
own Mountains. The Kitchin is fur- 
aiſh'd after the Dutch manner with 


Delf. 
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Delf ware. There is nothing more truly 
of a Country Taft; and I may juſtly ſay 
that all his Majeſty's Houſes are each of 
them accommodated to ſom particular 
Pleaſures, ro the ſeveral Seaſons, or to 
different Scenes of Affairs. 


17. THE Queen ſpends much of 
her Time in a Palace which is not yet 
finiſhꝰd on the Banks of the Spre, near the 
Village of Lutzelburg, whence it takes 
its Name, and within a little League of 
Berlin, from which you go to it all the 
way thro a Park and in a Treckſchuit or 
Draw-boat by Water. Altho I ſpeak of 
it after all the reſt, yet it is far from being 
the laſt either in Capaciouſneſs, or Regu- 

larity, or Magnificence. The Garden, 

which lys between the Houſe and the Ri- 
ver, will be one of the fineſt (in propor- 
tion to its Extent) of all Germany, and 
it is not eaſily ſurpaſsd already in your 
Country. Butas nothing is yet brought 
to Perfection here, I ſhall not at preſent 
ſend you a more particular Deſcription ; 
tho there is no room to doubt but in 2 
little time it will be a charming Place, 
under the direction of 8 oH HIA CHaAr- 
LOTTE, the moſt beautiful Princeſs ot 
her Time, and who is ſecond to no Per- 
{on in the Juſtneſs of her Thoughts, the 
1 5 Delicacy 
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Delicacy of Expreſſions, or the Graces 
of Converſation. Her Reading is infi- 


nit, and ſhe is converſant in all man- 


ner of Subjects; nor is She more ad- 
mir'd for her inimitable Wit, than for 
her exact Knowledg of the moſt ab- 


ſtruſe parts of Philoſophy: and (with- 


out flattering her high Dignity in the 
leaſt) I muſt freely own that I never 
heard Objections more pertinently made, 
the Sophiſtry of an Argument quicker 


detected, nor either the difficulty or 


weakneſs of any Opinion more eaſil 

penetrated by any other in my whole 
Life, No Body better underſtands the 
Art of giving an improving Reliſh to 


all Entertainments; but her favorit Di- 


verſion is Muſic, and one muſt judg as 
well of it as her Majeſty (which is not 


eaſily don) to love it With a Paſſion e- 


qual to her's. She plays to Perfection 


on the Harpſichord, which ſhe practiſes 
every day: ſhe ſings finely ; and the fa- 
mous BoNONCINI, one of the grea- 
teſt Maſters alive, told me, that her 
Compoſitions are moſt exact. She loves 
to ſee Strangers, and to inform her ſelf 
of all that's worthy or remarkable in 
their ſeveral Countrys; and ſhe has ſo 
juſt an Idea of Government, that in all 
Germany they call her the Republican 

* Queen.

Queen. All that's gay and polite reſort | 


to her Court, where you may ſee a 
complete Harmony between what moſt _ 
of the World believe to be contrary if 
not extremes, I mean Learning and 
| Mirth. As for her Perſon ſhe's not very 
tall, but ſomwhat too plump: all her 
Features are extremely regular, her 
Complection fair and lively, her Eyes 
blue, and her Hair Cole-black. She 
loves to have handſom Women about 
her, and moſt of her Maids of Honor 
are ſuch. The Prince Royal her only 
Child (for the Princeſs Royal, marry'd 
to the Hereditary Prince of Heſſe-Caſſel, 
the King had by his firſt Wiſe of the 
Houſe of Bareith) the young Prince, I 
ſay, is lodg'd in an Apartment of the Pa- 
lace at Berlin, and has yet no Houſe for 
himſelf but Woſterhauſen for hunting. 
Nature has join'd to the Maſculin Air of 
the future Hero, all the Beauty and Mo- 
deſty of Virgins; for he is truly a moſt 
lovely Prince, very mild and affable, 
having a good Underſtanding, curious 
to know every thing, and not without 
Application to his Studys under Count 
DHONA, who is his Governor. I of- 
ten ſaw him ride the great Horſe, and 
perform his other Exerciſes with great 
Approbation. He's rather too low * 
ms 
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his Age, and inclin'd to be fat, tho very 
proper in all his make; but provided 

he be preſerv'd from the Contagion of 
Flatterers, and ſuch other Corrupters of 
young Princes, it matters not much for 
a ſhape. His Name is FRE D ERIC 
WILLIAM, and he begins his fif- 
teenth Year, as the King dos his forty 
ſixth, and the Queen is about ending her 

thirty fourth, being * born the ſecond 
of October, N. 8. 1668. 


18, BEFORE I quite leave the 
Article of Houſes, I muſt tell you, that 
when I went to Stettin in the Swediſh 

Pomerania, I paid my duty to Prince 
P HITII the King's next Brother, at 
his Houſe in Schwedt upon the Oder, 
where I ſtaid ſeveral days. *Tis a ſweet 
place, not only from the Neighbor- 
hood of ſo large a River, but likewiſe 
forall ſorts of Game, The Prince him- 

ſelf is a well timber'd Man, full of 
_ Goodneſs, and generally belov'd; and 
his Princeſs, who is Couſin German to 
our late King WII. L IAM, being Siſter 
to the preſent Prince of Deſſau, is a

_ x Woman, 
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Woman of great Beauty, of an affable 
Diſpoſition, ingaging in Converſation, 
and adorn'd with many excellent Qua- 


litys, as well as happy in a numerous 
Iſſue. I ſhall always remember with 


becoming Reſpe&t and Gratitude the 
Favors I receiv'd from their Highneſfles ; 


and I ſhall decply retain the Impreſſions 
of that place, becauſe, altho it be a 
Court, yet tis a pleaſant Country retire- 


ment, ior which ſort of Life I ever had a 


ſtrong Inclination, but not to be there a- 


lone. The King's other Brothers are the 


Markgraves ALBEK T and CHRISTIAN, 


and his only Siſter is Dutcheſs Dowa- 


ger of Courland, whoſe Son, the preſent 


Duke, is, during the lamentable diſtreſs 


of his Country, entertain'd by the King 
his Uncle. Tis at Berlin that his Pruſſian 


Majeſty dos commonly keep his Court, 
_ eſpecially in Winter. It is very nume+ 


rous and magnificent, Every thing 
ſhines with Gold, Silver, and Jewels. 


The Equipages are ſumtuous, the 
Courtiers well bred, and obliging to 
Strangers; in all things they do honor to 
their Maſter, and ſhow themſelves de- 
terving of their ſeveral Poſts. Som of 
che foren Miniſters pretend that they 
overdo in the finery of their Habits and 


in the expenſivenels of public Fettive's ; 
ut 
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but whether they have Reaſon or Envy 
of their fide, I ſhall not take upon me 
to judg. I can tell you in general that 
the King muſt needs be well ſerv'd, 
not merely becauſe he employs the ableſt 


Perſons he can find, but by the funda- 


mental Maxim of regulating his Affairs: 


for 'tis his pleaſure that every Man 


ſhou'd not only faithfully acquit himſelf 
of his Commiſſion, but that he confine 
and addict himſelf wholly to that, 
without forming any Cabals and privat 
Iatrigues, or at all intermeddling in 
other Peoples Buſineſs. As for his 


Troops, we have had both in the laſt 


and preſent War ſignal Proofs of what 
they are capable to do; and no Man is 


more convinced, or a better ſudg of it 
than you. Thoſe who continue here, 
and whom I faw paſs in a Review be- 


fore the King, are handſom robuſt Fel- 


lows, with Arms and Clothing to 
which no Exceptions can be made, no 
more than to their Diſciplin and Exer- 
ciſe, as ſom experienc'd Generals in- 
form'd me. The Troops that are in Pruſ- 
{ia are much commended, as alſo thoſe 
in the Service of the Emperor, whoſe 
Number and Condition you have learn'd 
from your Reſident Monſieur de Mox- 
TAGNE my very good Friend. 8

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19. NOW among all my Obſerva- 


tions in this Country, what charm'd me 
moſt is the new Regulation of the Mi- 


litia, an Enterprize worthy of the 


Count of WAR TEMBEBRNG, Who inſpir'd 
it into his Royal Maſter, and 'tis begun 
to be executed with much Succeſs. They 


are frequently taught their Exerciſe in the | 


- Pariſhes by Veteran Soldiers, more rare- 
ly but often enough elſwhere in form'd 
Bodys; and the King himſelf gives them 
 Ammunition-Coats the firſt Year, the 
Subjects being oblig'd to furniſh them- 
felves ever after, in conſideration of which 
there will be ſom abatement of their Im- 


poſts. I had the Honor to follow the 


King to Oranieburg, when he treated 
his moſt illuſtrious Mother in Law, the 


preſumtive Succeſſor of our Engliſh 
Crown, her Royal Highneſs Sor m1 4, 


the Electreſs Dowager of Hanover, 
who coms generally every Summer to 
paſs ſom Time with the Queen her 
Daughter, as the latter goes in Carna- 


_ val-time to her native City of. Hanover, 
tor which ſhe retains a cordial Aﬀec- 
tion. His Majeſty receiv'd the Elec- 


treſs coming out of her Coach, under 


the Diſcharge of thirty ſix Pieces of 


Cannon, four and twenty Trumpets 
. ſounding, 
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ſounding, two Pair of Kettle- Drums, 


and I know not how many Hautboys. 
There were three Companys drawn up 


before the Gate, of which two belong'd 
to this new Militia, having grey Coats 
lin'd with Orange, and were' not 


thought inferior to the regular Troops 


in handling their Arms. You know, 
SIR, that during King William's 
Life I publiſh'd a Treatiſe, entitul'd 
The Militia Reform'd, with this very 
View, ſhowing how all our Country, 


and ſpecially our Gariſons, wou'd not 


only. be ſecure during the abſence of our 
regular Troops, but that in caſe of need 
we might recruit or reinforce them by 
ſom of theſe: wheras ſuch Princes as 
have but their ordinary Troops, are in 
danger: of being ruin'd by the loſs of 
one Battel, not being in a Condition for 
a long time to bring ſuch another Army 
into the Field ; while thoſe who exerciſe 
their Militia have perpetual Reſources 
of able Men, who already underſtand 
the. Theory, and will quickly learn the 


Practice, as I have prav'd by the Exam- 


ples of the antient Greecs and Romans. 
We are not ignorant that the victorious 
Troops of: the King of Sweden, and 
the inexhauſtible Levys of Suiſſerland, 


are a real Country Militia, kept in con- 


tinual 
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tinual Exerciſe with a very little Trouble 
and Charge. When dur Kings had in 
View the ſetting up of Popery and Ar- 
bitrary Power, the Court oppos'd all 
Projects or Overtures for arming the 
People. Since King WILLIAM re- 
eftabliſh*'d our ſinking Liberty, thoſe 
who were diſcontented with that or him, 
wou'd not conſent to arm ſo many for 
their Defence. And, to let you fee 


that I am not partial (as you ſomtimes 


reproach me) to any ſort of People, ſom 
of our Country Gentlemen underſtood 


this matter ſo little, that they were 


againſt it from ſuch pitiful reaſons as I 


ſhou'd be aſham'd to relate, if in the 


Houſe of Commons, on occaſion of a 
Bill for regulating the Militia, they had 
not ſpoke them too publickly to be kept 
aà ſecret. Their Firſt Reaſon was the 
Preſervation of the Game, as if thoſe 
who did not regard the Laws to that 
purpoſe, wou'd ſcruple to get them 
Guns when they meant to tranſgreſs; or 
as 5 the People of England were rather 
to 
few Beaſts and Birds to them: beſides 
that the King of Pruffia has vaſtly a 
greater ſtore of Game, and yet truſts 
to the Orders he has made to ſecure it. 
Their Second Reaſon was the fear of 
increaſing 


d to their Enemys, than a 


France had the ſame Thoughts, when 


._.- "Court of Pruſſia. - lh 
increaſing Robbers or Houſe-breakers 


but in effect if they do not put Arms 
into the Hands of all ſuch (for they'll 
take care to provide themſelves) yet they 


difarm innocent Peopie, who will yield 
Obedience to the Laws, and ſo be made 


incapable of ſelt-defence : wheras had 


every Man a Gun, they wou'd not 
only deter Rogues from aſſaulting them, 
but they cou'd com ſeaſonably to the 


Reſcue and Aſſiſtance of their Neigh- 


bors. Theſe and ſuch other Reaſons 


might temt a Man to believe, that the 


who made uſe of them, had ſom dan- 
gerous Deſign in their Heads; but that 
their other Actions prove *em uncapable 


of it, and therfore I am perſuaded that 
in this matter they ſincerely meant what 


they ſpoke, as much as they, who, out 


of a pretended Zeal for the eſtabliſh'd 
Church, were againſt arming the Diſ- 


ſenters, who are as hearty againſt France 


as themſelves. But ro return to the 


King of Pruſſia's Militia, the Denomi- 
nation of the Regiments will be taken 
from the great Citys and Provinces, 
which will breed an Emulation among 
thoſe Troops to equal or excede one 
another, for the Honor of their Coun- 
try: and I verily believe, the King of 


G he 
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he follow'd the ſame Method, in the 


Names of ſeveral of his ſtanding Regi- 
ments. I ſhall only add on this Subject, 
that thoſe who do not ſee with a good 
Ey the aggrandizing of the Houſe of 
Brandenburg, make as if they thought 
lightly of all this, altho to little purpoſe: 
tor ſuch is his Majeſty's Reſolution, that 


he will not be eaſily put out of conceit 


with a Project which is likely one Day 
to contribute ſo much to the Wealth 
and Safety of the Country, as well as 
to the Glory and Power of the Prince, 
who has nothing to fear, ſo long as he 


procures the Good of the People com- 


mitted by God to his charge. 


30. I KNOW I cou'd not fend 
more agreable News to one, who 
bears ſo much Reſpect and good Will 
to the King of Pruſſia, not without the 
ſtrongeſt Reaſons in the World: for 
| beſides that on many Accounts the States 
will have perpetual need of his Friend- 
ſhip, Counſels, and Aſſiſtance, as his 
Majeſty reciprocally of theirs, your 
Intereſts being inſeparable; I can alſo 
ſay of my own certain Knowlege, that 
no one Perſon whatever either in Eng- 
land or Holland appears to have a 
deeper Senſe and Apprehenſion of the 

overgrown 
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overgrown Power of France with its 
pernicious Conſequences. This makes 
him heartily zealous for the common 
Cauſe, as none has more at heart the 


Proſperity of the Proteſtant Religion, 


on all which Accounts he'll ingage as 
far as any Prince in maintaining the 
Liberty of Europe. His Majeſty has 
more than once condeſcended to diſ- 
courſe me on theſe Subjects; his Excel- 
lency the Count of WAX TEMRERG has 


frequently entertain d me to the ſame 
purpoſe: and tho I am in no public 
Station, yet I cannot but gladly im- 


brace an Opportunity of communicating 


to you thoſe Diſpolitions ſo favorable 
to your own Country as well as to mine. 


The King has given a late Inſtance of 
this, which I mention by reaſon of cer- 


tain ſcandalous Reports that were 
wickedly ſpread in the World by mali- 


cious People. What advantageous Ot- 
ters did he generouſly refuſe from the 
French, at that very time when they 
were at his Gates, and ravaging his 


Dutchy of Cleves? This was fo far 
from ſhaking him, as they vainly ima- 
gin'd, that on the contrary, as well by 


his Reſolution in adviſing the continuing 
of the Siege, as by the Valor of his 


Troops, and the Ammunition which he 


G 2 lent 
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lent you, he contributed more than all 
the other Princes of the Empire to 
humble France by the taking of Key ſer- 
ſwaardt, when ſo many were of opi- 
nion to abandon it, which wou'd have 


begun a Campaign I ſhou'd be ſorry 


to deſcribe. To enter into the Cha- 


racter of any Perſons beſides the Royal 


Family was no part of your Inſtruc- 


tions: and as to certain other matters | 


you muſt have ſom regard to my par- 
ticular Circumſtances ; but if I Jive, you 
may one time or other receive larger 
Memoirs, In the mean while I conti-

S IR, . 
INCE you are pleas'd to 
ſay, that my Relation of this 
Court was not unacceptable 
to you, I take the greater 
„, | Courage to ſend the Account you deſire 
; ok the Court of Hanover; tho I cannot 
but be ſenſibly concern'd, and in ſom 
Confuſion, when I appear in this man- 
ner before a Perf n that's accuſtom d 
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to receive Diſpatches from abler Hands. 
In my way from Holland to that Place 
2 Year ago, there occur'd nothing re- 
markable, but between this City and 


Hanover I was much affected with a 


very mournful Spectacle; for if we 


cannot help being toucird at the Sight 


of a Skeleton or dead Carcaſc, how 


much more muſt we be mov'd at the 
Ruins of a populous, large, and free 


City? Brunſwick, you know, not 
many Years ago, was one of the Im- 
perial or Hans-Towns. During the 


time it continu'd a Republic it flouriſh'd 
exceedingly, drove a mighty Trade, 
and had a Bank of ſufficient Credit. 
But the Dukes of Brunſwick renewing 
their Pretenſions upon it, which it ſeems 
were very juſt, they took it in a few 
Days, having borrow'd firſt all the 
Pouder in the Town for another pre- 


' tended Expedition, whence ' a Brunſ- 


wicker became a Name of Reproach in 
the other Imperial Citys. Immediatly 


all the wealthy Merchants tranſported 
_ themſelves, and what they cou'd of 


their Effects, to Hamburgh, Amſterdam, 


and other. trading Towns; the Bank 
was vaniſh'd in an inſtant, never to be 
reviv'd (for *tis a ſort of Plant that can- 
not live an hour in arbitrary Ground) 


and 
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and all things went to Rack and Deſo- 
lation. The Dukes of Wolfembuttle 
do now poſſeſs the ſame extent of Walls, 
and poſſibly the ſame number of Streets, 
but not a twentieth part of the Inha- 
bitants, and I may ſay not a hundredth 
part of the Wealth. A vaſt many 
Houſes are without any Dwellers at all; 
and others, that belong'd to rich Mer- 
_ chants, have ſom poor Devils living in 

the Ground-floors, while ſtately Apart- 
ments, with ſpacious Courts, Ware- 

Houſes, and other Offices, ſtand emty, 
or are filPd with Hops, or Corn, or 
Straw, or ſomthing of that kind. 
There are very few ſubſtantial Men 
lett, and very little Buſineſs; bur leaſt of 
all in their annual Fairs, which are till 
kept up, and ſerve for merry Meetings 
to the neighboring Princes and Nobility. 

The City is divided into five Wards, 
each of which had its proper Hall, beſides 
the common Town-Houſe. Now, one 
of thoſe public Buildings is turo'd into 
a Fleſh- market; another I ſaw fill'd 
with Hops, which is a en Commo- 
dity here by reaſon of their Mum; 
and the chief of all is moſt naturally 
transform'd into an Opera-houſe: for 
when a free City falls under the Do- 
minion of an arbitrary Prince, the oe 

| ie 
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lieſt uſe for its Guild-hall is to becom 
either a Playhouſe or a Court of Guard. 
IT din'd there with ſom Officers, and 
ask'd them the reaſon, as a Stranger, 
how that Town, which appear'd to have 
once made a nobler Figure, fell in fo 
ſmall time to decay. One of 'em told 
me the Citizens were a Pack of Rogues 
that deſerv'd no better, and that they 
were never good Subjects till they were 
made poor; which is, as I underſtood it, 
that formerly they were willing to keep 
their own, but that now they had no- 
thing to ſtrive for. Another in the 
Company, who had ſom Imployment. 
and pretended to Politics, ſaid that it 
was very true they were downright 
Cheats, for that when the Town was 
taken, there was little Mony found in 
their Bank (a woful diſappointment!) 
ſo that they dealt upon imaginary Cre- 
dit. J anſwer'd, that when they under- 
ſtood the Deſigns againſt them, they 
might probably convey the Mony to 0- 
ther Places; or granting their Effects 
were not anſwerable to their Credit, 
that this was common to them with 
moſt others, it being never ſuppos'd 
that all who deal with any will make 
their Demands at once. This I cou'd 
never make him conceive, and when rr 
0 to 
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told me that the Prince gave them Time 
to fatisfy their Creditors, but that they 


cou'd never hitherto do it, I anſwer'd 


him that it was then too late, ſince their 


gion ſubſiſted no longer, however 
they might ſtill bear the ſame Name; 
nor did I queſtion but in this Diſperſion, 


where every Man ſhifted for himſelf, 
there was fraud enough practis'd, tho as 


a public Body they might all be very ho- 


neſt : for ſuch is the nature of Mankind, 


who are much beholding to equal Laws 


and prudent Regulations. 


2, IT is ſurprizing, SIR, to con- 


ſider how little Trade is underſtood in 


moſt parts of Germany, and how few 
in the Service of Princes are Maſters of 
political Arithmetic, A very few they 
are indeed that have any tolerable skill in 
Figures or Calculations, which proves a 
notable Injury to the Exchequer, and 
generally occaſions the Prince to be the 


Dupe of all Undertakers or Farmers of 
any public Dutys, and to be impos'd 


upon in Treatys with foren States. But 
I beg your pardon for this Digreſſion, 


occaſion'd by my Converſation in Brunſ- 


wick. Laſt Year I ſpent five or fix Weeks 
in Hanover, when the Earl of Mac- 
CLESFIELD Came there from the King 


H of 
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of England with the Act of Succeſſion 
paſs'd in our Parliament the preceding 
Winter, and wherby in default of Iſſue 


of the Queen's Body, the Princeſs S o- 
Hl, and her Deſcendents being Pro- 


teſtants are to ſuccede to the Imperial 


Crown of England, France, and Ire- 


land. I had then all imaginable Oppor- 
tunitys to make Obſervations on the 
Court, and to underſtand the Charac- 
ters of Perſons. But as for the Elector's 


Country, I have ſeen little of it, beſides 
Hanover it ſelf; tho you may perceive 
by the Map that it 1s of a conſiderable 
extent, which will yet be greatly aug- 
mented when the Dutchy of Zell is uni- 
red to it after the preſent Duke's deceaſe, 
who is very old. All in Office under the 
Duke have already ſworn conditional 
Allegiance to the EleQtor, nor 1s there 
any thing of moment tranſacted there 
without his Privity and Conſent. He 
and the Duke have the ſame public Mi- 
niſters in foren Courts, which ſhows 


them to be in the ſame Secret or Intereſt : 
and in a word, all things are fo well 


adjuſted, that there can be no Impedi- 
ments to the peaceable enjoyment of 
that Succeſſion, how induſtriouſly ſoever 
ſom, who are not well wiſhers to that 
Family, have bin laboring (as they (til! 

continue) 
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continue) to make it a Subject of Con- 
teſt and Diviſion. Another Argument 
of the goodneſs of the EleQor's Domi- 
nions is the greatneſs of his Revenue, 
which is about 300000 Pounds Sterling, 
without reckoning the Addition that will 
be made by the Dutchy of Zell. We 
may judg likewiſe by the Quota of 
Troops he turniſhes to the Empire, 
thoſe he lets out to the Allys, and thoſe 
he keeps on foot at home, the number 
of all which you know already, and 
that his Highneſs draws a mighty Profit 
from his Silver Mines in the Hartz or 
part of the Hercynian Foreſt, at the Foot 
of the high Mountain Melibocus, call'd ac 
preſent Bokkenberg, mention'd by Pro- 
LOMEY, and was the Country of the 
German Hero ARMIN Ius or Hari, 
And laſtly *tis no ſmall Benefit to that 
Family, that the Biſhopric of Oſnabrug 
falling by turns to Proteſtants and Pa- 
piſts, the Biſhop of the latter Perſuaſion 
may be choſen without Reſtriction 
among all the quality'd Perſons of his 
Communion, wheras in the Proteſtant 
Turn it muſt be always one of the 
Houſe of Hanover. This makes them 
with very good reaſon look upon that 
City and Biſhopric as part of their Ter- 
ritorys, and therfore they are more 
HE careful 
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careful of it, and leſs exaRing on the 
Subjects, than where Clergymen poſleſs 
only for their Lives, and are willing to 


make the beſt of the preſent, without 


any regard to the good of their Succeſ- 
ſors. By the way, their Relation to 
this Biſhopric has bin made the Ground 
of a baſe Calumny, by ſom of their 
ill wiſhers in England; and 'tis menti- 
on'd in many of their Pamphlets, as if 
they were ſo indifferent in point of Re- 
ligion, as generally to breed up one of 


their Sons a Papiſt in order to qualify 
him for Biſhop of Oſnabrug: and People 
not knowing but the Biſhop of Oſna- 


burg is always a Papiſt, becauſe at pre- 
ſent he is ſo, being the Duke of Lo- 


RAIN'S Brother, and hearing likewiſe 


that ſeveral of the Houſe of Hanover 


have bin actually Biſhops there; they 


too eaſily ſuffer themſelves to be abus'd 
by the falſeſt Fact in the World. 


3. HANOVER is ſituated in a 
ſandy Soil upon the River Laine, which 
is navigable only by ſmall Boats, It 


15 regularly fortify'd, and divided into 
the new and old Towns, which is al- 
ways a ſign of a thriving place. The 
Apartments of the Palace are very fine, 


and richly furniſh'd, It was in old

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Time a large Monaſtery, but ſo well 


metamorphos'd ſince, that no Footſteps 
remain of the Original, There is a 


pritty Theatre with handſom Lodges 


for all Qualitys; for no body pays Mo- 


ny that goes to a Play there, the Prince, 


as in ſom other Courts of Germany, 
being at all the expence to entertain the 


Town as well as the Court. But the 


Opera-houſe in the Caſtle is viſited as a 


Rarity by all Travellers, as being the 
beſt painted and the beſt contriv'd in all 
Europe. The Elector's Chappel is alſo 


finely painted, and certainly nothing can ; 
be in greater Order and Method than 
Whatever belongs to his Highneſs, as 1 


{hall tell you more particularly by and 
by. The Court in general is extremely 


polite, and even in Germany it is accoun- 


ted the beſt, both for Civility and De- 
corum. The Vice of Drinking (for 
which that Nation is ſo much branded) 
is ſo far from reigning here, that tho no 
body is abridg'd of his Pleaſure in this 
reſpect, yet I never knew greater Sobri- 
ety, nor a more exact Government in a 
privat Family. It is not for me to pre- 
tend to judg of their Entertainments. 
Strangers of Figure or Quality are com- 
monly invited to the Elector's Table, 
where they are amaz'd to find ſuch eaſy 
a — a Conver- 
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Converſation, and to be allow'd a Li- 


berty that no body 
abuſe. 


who deferves it will 
At Court-hours all People of 


Faſhion meet there without any manner 


of conſtraint; and provided they know 


what difference to make between Men 


and Things (which every body that 
coms there is ſupposꝰd to do) they may 
freely talk of any Subject even with the 
Elector himſelf. The Ladys are per- 


fectly well bred, obliging, and many 
of 'em handſom. Madam de KII- 


MAN SE GG, Daughter to the Count of 
PLATA, may paſs for a Woman of 


Senſe and Wit, and her Siſter-in-Law 


the young Counteſs of Px Aa TA may 
_ paſs for a Beauty, in any Court what- 

ſoever. 

nor are worthy of the Rank they enjoy, 
eſpecially Mademoiſelle S Hu LE N- 
BURG, Who in the Opinion of others 
as well as mine is a Lady of extraor- 
dinary Merit. All the Gentlemen that 
belong to their Highneſſes are, as far as 
ever I cou'd judg, Perſons of Worth 


and Ability. I need not inform you 
that the Count of PLAT A is firſt Mi- 


niſter, and that the Baron de G- 


r IT z is not better known to you for 


an able Stateſman, than he is to me 
tor a Man of excellent Parts and great 


Generoſity. 


The Electreſs's Maids of Ho- 
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Generoſity. The Chancellor Monſieur 
HuGo is a Man of good Learning, 
and bears much ſuch a Character there 
for a moſt capable, intrepid, and uncor- 
rupted Judg, as my Lord Chief Juſtice 
Hou rT dos in England. That they 
want not Men of Letters, I need but 
name Monſieur LEIBNITZ for an 
Example, who is here a Privy Counſel- 
lor and an Aſſiſtant in the Court of 
Chancery, but better known in the 
Commonwealth of Learning by his 
Diſcoverys in the Mathematics, and by 
his Codex Diplomaticus, which ſhows. 
that he's equal to the Task he has un- 
dertaken, I mean of writing the Hi- 
ſtory of the moſt Serene Houſe of Brun- 
{wick and Lunenburg, I cannot agree 
to his metaphyſical Notions, but poſſibly 
my own Apprehenſion may be in fault; 
and if I name no other Perſons on this 
occaſion, *tis not that they are unwor- 
thy your notice, but that I had not your 
Commands for doing it. Only I ſhowd 
be a very ill Judg as well as very ungrate- 
ful, if I made no mention of the Baron de 
BRA uN, one of the Electreſs Dowa- 
ger's Gentlemen, a Saxon by Birth, a 
Man of good Learning and better Judg- 
ment; he's truly faithful to the Inte- 
reſt of his Miſtriſs, a Lover of the 


_Engliſh 
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Engliſh Nation, and one of the moſt = tl 
U 


obſerving, tho not the moſt talkative 


of the Court. 


4. THE National Religion of the 


Elector's Dominions is the Lutheran, 
tho the Calviniſts and all other Perſua- 


ſions are perfectly eaſy, and enjoy a 


complete Liberty of Conſcience; Favor 
and Preferments being confer'd indiffe- 
rently on all good Proteſtants. The E- 
lectreſs has built a pritty Church in the 
new Town for the French Refugees, 


and our late King was a liberal Bene- 
factor to it. Tho her Royal Highneſs 


be a Calviniſt, and might chuſe to have 
none but ſuch about her Perſon, yet 


moſt of her Women and other imme- 


diat Servants are Lutheran; as the 
Elector, who is of this laſt Perſuaſion, 


has many Calviniſts belonging to him: 


and both their Highneſſes, to ſhow a 
good Example, and their unfeign'd Cha- 


rity in theſe leſſer Differences, do often 


go to Church together; neither was any 


of their Followers ever known to ſcruple 
accompanying em to either place, nor 


is there any manner of diſpute or diſlike 


among them on this account, I beg 


your pardon, SIR, for uſing the Words 


Calviniſt and Lutheran, as if the Au- 
thority 


L thority of MARTIN Lu TUHER or 
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JoHN CALVIN were the Ground 
of any Man's Religion. The Lan- 
guage of Germany is Evangelic and 
Reform'd, but I adapt my Expreſſions 
to the Dialect of other Places. Since 
the Reformation no public Body of 
Men have manifeſted a greater degree 
of Moderation than the Clergy of this 
Country, as being ſeconded and influ- 
enc'd by the beſt and wiſeſt Race of 
Princes that have bin known to reign 
any where, which is no more than I 
often heard their Enemys allow. The 
celebrated CALIXTuSs, who endea- 
vor'd ſo much the Union of both the 
Partys, was a Profeſſor in the Univer- 
ſity of Helmſtadt, belonging to the 
Houſe of Brunſwick : and moſt of the 
Clergy are Syncretiſts, as they call 
thoſe who admit both to Communion, 
The Proteſtant Abbot (or rather War- 
den of a College) MorLanus, has often 
aſſur'd me, that he wou'd readily com- 
municat with the Church of England, 
with whoſe Service he is well acquain- 
ted. He is a Man of no mean Lite- 
rature, a curious ColleQor of natural 
Raritys, and has beſides many antient 
the beſt Collection that can be ſeen of 
modern Medals, —— of entire wr 
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of moſt Princely Houſes in Europe, 
and the greateſt part of them Gold 
and Silver, which amounts co a migh- 


ty Sum. Both Princes and People 


cannot forbear admiring how we in 
England can keep up our Diviſions 


about matters of much leſs Importance, 
or that we cannot differ without ſo 


much Rancor and Virulence as we 
commonly ſhow in Words and Actions 


againſt one another. The Lutherans 
of Saxony, of Denmark, Sweden, and 


ſom other Places, are of quite another 
Spirit, and more rigid, if poſſible, than 
the Papiſts themſelves, wherof I ſhall 
give you the true Reaſons another time. 
The Clergy ſeldom appear at Court 
either at Hanover or Berlin; and it 
wou'd be no leſs ſcandalous for their 


Characters to be ſeen ſolliciting there 


for Preferments, than if in your Coun- 
try they went to "Taverns or Coffee- 
| houſes, which is as out a diſgrace as if 
in England they frequented the The- 
atre or other Houſes of worſe fame. 


5. YOU may be ſure, 8I R, that 
the Far] of MaccLesFiELD's 
Reception at the Court of Hanover 
was extraordinary magnificent, and 
that a Perſon who came on his Errand

muſt needs be very welcom. You de- 
| fire an Account of it, and this I take 
to' be a proper Place. He bore no 
particular Character, but was ſent by 
the King with the AQt of Succeſſion, 
both to grace it with a Man of that 
Quality, and as his Father bore a Re- 
lation to the Queen of Boutmia's 
Court, as well as for being one of the 
heartieſt Perſons alive for the Thing he 
went about. And in Juſtice to his 
Memory, I am oblig'd to tell you, 
that notwithſtanding he was ordinarily 
a Man of little Ceremony among his 
Friends, yet that none cou'd behave 
himſelf more handſomly on this Occa- 
lion, that none cou'd do greater Honor 
to his King and Country in executing 
his Commiſſion, and that he ſo well 
approv'd himſelf in al] Reſpects to their 
Highneſſes and the whole Court, that 
they exceeded in eſteem for his Perſon 
what they ow'd to the Miniſter of a 
Prince they had in ſo high a Vene 
ration, and to whom they were, and 
thought themſelves ſo ſignally _ 
He was receiv'd by Deputys of the beft 
Quality on the Frontiers of the Country, 


and his Expences were defray'd on the . 


Road with all his Retinue, till he ar- 
riv'd at Hanover. There one of the 
1 . 
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largeſt Houſes in the whole City was 


aſſign'd for his Entertainment, and to 


lodg as many of the Gentlemen that 
accompany'd him as he wou'd pleaſe 


to have near him, the reſt being diſpos'd 


into other Houſes of the Neighbor. 
hood at the Elector's Charge. During 
all the time of his ſtay, not only 
between thirty and forty Gentlemen 
who came along with him, bur like- 
wiſe all Engliſhmen that paſsd that 
Way, were treated on free coſt. It 
was a continu'd Feaſting, and 1 do not 
exceed when I ſay, that the two great 
Tables kept in this Engliſh Hotel were 
as plentifully and as ſumtuouſly fur- 
niſh'd the laſt Day as the firſt, _ All 


the Servants had half a Crown a Day 


given em in good Silver Pieces to pro- 
vide for themſelves; for they wou'd 
not diſgrace em, it ſeems, with their 
Maſter's broken Meat, nor be at the 


trouble to dreſs for them in particular. 


The Citizens had Orders, which they 
obſerv'd, not to take any thing for 
Meat and Drink of any Engliſhman, 
if his humor ſhou'd lead him to deſire 


it. The Elector's own Servants waited 

on them every Morning with Silver 

Coffee and Tea - pots to their Chambers, 

Burgundy, Champaigne, Rheniſh, * 
— a 


— 
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all manner of Wines were as common 
as Beer. A number of Coaches and 
Chairs were appointed to bring em 
every Day to Court, to carry 'em back 
to their Lodgings, and to go whither- 
ſoever elſe they wou'd. They were 
entertain'd with Muſic, Balls, and 
Plays; and every Perſon made it his 
Buſineſs to oblige them. There was a 
very fine Ball, and a ſplendid appea- 
rance of Ladys, the Evening after my 
Lord deliver'd the Act of Succeffion 
to the Electreſs. His Lordſhip did 
often eat at the Electoral Table, and 
ſom of the Gentlemen were always 
there in their Turns. They were fre- 
quently entertain'd by the Minifters 
of State; and if any of 'em (as I know 
of none) did misbehave himſelf, it 
cou'd not well be otherwiſe among fo 
many young People; and I defy the 
like number, unleſs they ſhou'd be 
pick'd on purpoſe, to carry themſelves 
more decently. Moſt of *em met to- 
_ gether by chance in Holland, and the 
half of em did not com in his Lordſhip's 

Train out of England. 


6. AFTER ſom days he went to 
Zell to wait on the Duke, and from 
thence took a Turn to Ham 


burgh, 
where 
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where he was treated and made free 
by the Engliſh Company. He ſoon 


return'd again to Hanover, and when 
the Time was com for his departure, 
he was preſented by her Royal High- 


neſs with her own Picture ſet in Dia- 
monds, and the Electoral Crown of the 


ſame Materials over it, to the value of 


ſeveral thouſand Pounds. The EleQor's 
Preſent was a huge Baſon and Ewer 
of Maſſy Gold to a very conſiderable 
value; and the Duke of Zell gave him 


a great many Gold Medals, to diſpoſe 


of at his pleaſure. Mr. Kine the 
Herald, who brought the Garter to 
his Electoral Highneſs, tho his Lordſhip 
perform'd the Ceremony, was nobl) 


preſented. A Preſent was like wiſe 


given to the Reverend Doctor Sa xoys, 

his Lordſhip's Chaplain, who had the 
Honor to preach, and read the Com- 
mon Prayers of the Church of Eng- 


land before the Electreſs in her Anti- 


Chamber. She made the Reſponſes, 


and perform'd the Ceremonys as punc- 


tually as if ſhe had bin us'd to it all her 
Life; for ſhe ever had our Liturgy by 


her, tho I believe this was the firſt 


time that it was publicly read at Ha- 
nover, for which reaſon many aſſiſted 
there who underſtood not a tittle of, it. 

Jer 
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Her Royal Highneſs approves it highly, 
tho ſhe has not ſet it up in her own 
Chappel (as ſom uneaſy Spirits wou'd 

have her) leſt ſhe ſhou'd ſeem to inti- 
mat, as ſhe ſaid, that ſhe was before of 
a different Religion, when tis but the 
National Eſtabliſhment of England. A 
Preſent was alſo given to Mr. WIILI- 
Aus his Lordſhip's Secretary; and what 
Marks of Favor their Highneſſes were 
pleas'd to confer on my ſelf, I pretend 
not to have deſerv'd by any Services 
I coud render their Family, nor on 
any perſonal Account. The Preſent was 
partly in Gold Medals; but what I 

much eſteem, and will always preſerve, 

is the Queen of Pruſſia, the Electreſs, 

the Elector, and the young Prince's 
Pictures done in Oil Colors, and very 
like. My Lord Viſcount Sz a and 
SEAL, my Lord Mo Hu N, and my 
Lord Tu N RBRIGE, were treated as 
became their Quality, and with parti- 
cular Kindneſs and Confidence, as Per- 
ſons that were ſincerely devoted to the 
Family: and becauſe when my Lord 
Mo ku was very young, and not 
capable to diſtinguiſh his Company, 
he had the misfortune to commit ſom 
Exceſſes, I am glad to be able to tell 
you, SIR, of my own — 
that 


Which mi 
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that none of the Company was more 


generally acceptable, that none liv'd 
with greater Sobriety, nor deliver'd 


himſelf on all Occaſions with better 


Judgment or in politer Language; 


and he ſtill continues to convince the 


World of his Reformation, as he is like 

to prove an Ornament to the Upper- 
houſe of Parliament. Captain TYRREL, 
Mr. GoprREx, and Sir ANDREW FouN- 


TAIN were diſtinguiſ'd by the Elec- 
treſs, and I am confident every body 
muſt needs have gon away perfectly 


ſatisfy d with their Reception, and with 
all the People of the Place; for they 


had many Opportunitys of getting good 
Acquaintance, by reaſon that ſom of 


the beſt Faſhion always din'd with my 


Lord. You were at Loo, I remember, 


when he return'd, and gave an Ac- 


count of his Negotiation to the King, 


who was wonderfully pleas'd with the 
Succeſs of his own Work. There he 


preſented me to kiſs his Majeſty's 
Hand, and took off thoſe Impreſſions 
have bin made upon him, 
by ſom of them who endeavor'd to pre- 
poſſeſs him againſt thoſe that were 
the moſt zealous for his Service, and 
the moſt faithful in his Intereſts. My 
Lord hinſelf went with a prejudice

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_ againſt me to Hanover, where he was 

throly undeceiv'd, and became my 
hearty Patron, till juſt on his going 
home he was remov'd by Death trom 
the Service of his Country and his 
Friends, | 


7, HAVING thus deſcrib'd my 
Lord MacclESFIELD's Recep- 
tion, I com now to what you gave me 
moſt in charge, the Characters of the 
chiefeſt Perſons of the Electoral Fami- 
ly, wherin I ſhall be very fair and ex- 
at. I need not tell you, what every 
body knows, that the Electreſs Dow- 
ager, the Princeſs SoPH1 4a, is Daugh- 
ter to the unfortunat King of Bohemia 
by the Princeſs ELizaBETH, only 
Daughter to our King James the 
Firſt: and had this laſt aſſerted the 
Cauſe of his Son-1a-Law with that 
Vigor and Heartineſs that the Nation 
preſs'd him to do, and not ſo unpoli- 
ticly or rather unnaturally abandon'd 
him, out of his deſire of the Spaniſh 
Match, or from ſom worſe Deſigns, his 
Poſterity had in all probability reign'd 
to this day on the Throne of Bohemia. 
The Electreſs is three and ſeventy Years 
of Age, which ſhe bears ſo wonder- 
fully well, that had I not many 

* Vouchers, 
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Vouchers, I ſhou'd ſcarce dare venture 
to relate it. She has ever enjoy'd ex- 
traordinary Health, which keeps her 
ſtill very vigorous, of a cheerful Coun- 
tenance, and a merry Diſpoſition. She 


ſteps as firm and ere& as any young 


Lady, has not one Wrinkle in her Face 
which is ſtill very agreable, nor one 
Tooth out of her Head, and reads 
without Spectacles, as J often ſaw her 
do Letters of a ſmall Character in the 
dusk of the Evening. She's as great 
a Worker as our late Queen, and you 
cannot turn your ſelf in the Palace 
without meeting ſom Monuments of 
her Induſtry, all the Chairs of the 
Preſence-Chamber being wrought with 
her own Hands. The Ornaments of 


the Altar in the Electoral Chappel are 
all of her Work. She beſtow'd the 


ſame favor on the Proteſtant Abby or 
College of Lockum, with a thouſand 
other Inſtances fitter for your Lady to 


know than for your ſelf. She's the 


moſt conſtant and greateſt Walker 1 


ever knew, never miſſing a Day, if it 


| proves fair, for one or two hours, and 


often more, in the fine Garden of 


Hernhauſen, of which I ſhall ſpeak 
before I have finiſh'd. She perfectly 
tires all thoſe of her Court that * 

. her 
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her in that Exerciſe, but ſuch as 
have the Honor to be entertain'd by 
her in Diſcourſe. She has bin long ad- 
mir*d by all the Learned World, as a 
Woman of incomparable Knowlege in 
Divinity, Philoſophy, Hiſtory, and the 
Subjects of all ſorts of Books, of which 
ſhe has read a prodigious quantity. 
She ſpeaks five Languages ſo well, 
that by her Accent it might be a 
Diſpute which of 'em was her firſt, 
They are Low-Dutch, German, French, 
italian, and Engliſh, which laſt ſhe 
ipeaks as truly and eaſily as any Native; 
which to me is matter of amazement, 
whatever advantages ſhe might have in 
her Youth by the Converſation of her 
Mother : for tho the late King's Mo- 
ther was likewiſe an Engliſhwoman of 
the fame Royal Family, tho he had 
bin more than orice in England before 
the Revolution, tho he was marry'd 
there, and his Court continually full of 
many of that Nation, yet he cou'd 
never conquer his foren Accent. But 
indeed the Electreſs is ſo intirely Eng- 
liſh in her Perſon, in her Behavior, in 
her Humor, and all her Inclinations, 
that naturally ſhe cou'd not miſs of any 
thing which peculiarly belongs to our 
land. She was ever glad to ſee Eng- 

1 ©" I{hmen, 
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liſhmen, long before the AQ of Suc- 


ceſſion, She profeſſes to admire our 


Form of Government, and underſtands 
it mighty well; yet ſhe asks ſo many 


Queſtions about Familys, Cuſtoms, 


Laws, and the like, as ſufficiently de- 
monſtrat her profound Wiſdom and 
Experience, She has a due Veneration 
(as I told you before) for the Church 


of England, without loſing Affection 


or Charity for any other ſort of Prote- 
ſtants; and appears charm'd with the 
moderat 'Temper of our preſent Biſhops 
and others of our learned Clergy, eſpe- 
cially for their Approbation of the Li- 
berty eſtabliſh'd by Law to Proteſtant 

Diſſenters. She's ador'd for her Good- 
neſs among the Inhabitants of the 
Country, and gains the Hearts of all 
Strangers by her unparallel'd Aﬀability. 
No Diſtinction is ever made in her 
Court concerning the Partys into which 
Engliſhmen are divided, and wherof 
they carry the Effects and Impreſſions 
with them whitherſoever they go, 
Which makes others ſomtimes uneaſy 
as well as themſelves. There it is e- 
nough that you be an Engliſhman, nor 
can you ever diſcover by your Treat- 
ment which are better lik'd, the 
Whigs or the Torys: theſe are the 


Inſtruc- 
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Inſtructions given to all the Servants, 


and they take care to execute them with 
the utmoſt exactneſs. I was the firſt 


who had the Honor of kneeling and kiſ- 
ſing her Hand on account of the Act ot 


Succeſſion ; and ſhe ſaid, among other 
Diſcourſe, that ſhe was atraid the Nation 


had already repented their Choice of an 
old Woman, but that ſhe hop'd none 


of her Poſterity wou'd give them any 
Reaſons to grow weary of their Domi- 


nion. I anſwer'd, that the Engliſh had 


too well conſider'd what they did to 
change their Minds fo ſoon, and that 
they ſtill remember'd they were never 
ſo happy as when they were laſt under 


a Woman's Government. Since that 


Time, SIR, we have a further Confir- 
mation of this Truth by the glorious 
Adminiſtration of Queen AN NE. The 

EleQreſs is but lately return'd from this 


Court to Hanover; ſhe ſtill continues 


in perfect Health, and may ſhe do ſo 


many Years! 


8. THE Elector GEORGE LEw- 
15 was born the 28th of May N. 8. 
1660. He's a proper, middle-ſiz d, well- 
proportion'd Man, of a gentile Addreſs, 
and good Appearance, He's not ad- 
dicted much to any Diverſions beſides 


Hunting; 
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Hunting; is reſerv'd, and therfote 


ſpeaks little, but judiciouſly. He's not 
to be exceeded in his Zeal apainſt the 
intended univerſal Monarchy of France, 


and fo is moſt hearty for the common 


Cauſe of Europe, wherin his own is ſo 


neceſſarily involv'd. He underſtands 
our Conſtitution the beſt of any Forener 


Jever knew; and tho he be well vers'd 


in the Art of War, and of invincible 


Courage, having often expos'd his Per- 
ſon to great Dangers in Hungary, in the 
Morea, on the Rhine, and in Flanders 


(of which you cannot be ignorant) yet 
he's naturally of peaceable Inclinations, 


which mixture of Qualitys is agreed by 


the Experience of all Ages to make the 


beſt and moſt glorious Princes. He's a 
perfect Man ot Buſineſs, exactly regu- 
lar in the Oeconomy of his Revenues, 
reads all Diſpatches himſelf at firſt 
hand, writes moſt of his own Letters, 
and ſpends a very conſiderable part of 


his Time about ſuch Occupations in his 
Cloſet, and with his Miniſters, I hope 


thertore that none of our Countrymen 
Will be ſo 1njudicious as to think his 


Reſerv'dneſs the Effect of Sullenneſs or 
Pride, nor miſtake that for State which 


really proceeds from Modeſty, Caution, 


and Deliberation: for he's very affable 


to 
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to ſuch as accoſt him, and expects that 
others ſhow'd ſpeak to him firſt, which 
is the beſt Information I cou'd have 
from all about him, and J partly know 
to be true by Experience. And as to 
what I ſaid of his Frugality in laying 

out the public Mony, I need not give a 
more particular Proof, than that all the 
Expences of his Court (as to Eating, 
Drinking, Fire, Candles, and the like) 
are duly paid every Saturday Night; the 

Officers of his Army receive their Pay 
every Month, as likewiſe his Envoys 
in every part of Europe; and all the 
Officers of his Houſhold, with the reſt 
that are on the Civil Liſt, are clear'd off 
every half Year. His Adminiſtration 
is moſt equitable, mild, and prudent. 
He's the moſt belov'd by his Subjects of 
any Prince in the World. There is no 
Diviſion or FaQtion among them, by 
_ reaſon of his impartial Favor; and in- 
ſtead of railing or grumbling againſt 
his Perſon, they wou'd never make an 
end (if you wou'd have patience to 
liſten) of telling Storys denoting his 
Juſtice and Moderation, particularly in 
Diſputes about the Titles of Land, or 
any other Cauſe depending between him 
and his Subjects. He underſtands Eng- 
!iſh, and in a little time will ſpeak it 


readily. 
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readily, He ſpends much of his Time 


at Hernhauſen, which is a Country- 
houſe about an Engliſh Mile and a half 
from Hanover. The Garden is delicat 
indeed, the Water-works great and no- 
ble, the Baſins and Fountains extremel 

large, the Wilderneſs curiouſly coverin'd, 
and deck'd with a perpetual Verdure; 
the Walks are made firm enough with a

each ſide, the whole ſet off with many 
fine Statues, moſt of em gilt, and an 
excellent Water-work juſt behind. 


9. THE Electoral Prince, GEORGE 


AucusTus, was born the zoth of Oc- 


tober, N.S. 1683. He gives the grea- 
teſt hopes of himſelf that we or any 


People on Earth cou'd deſire; and tho 


you ſaw him your ſelf, yet I ſhall again 
revive your Memory on fo grateful a 
Subject. He has a very winning Coun- 


tenance, is middleſiz'd like his Father, 


well-made, and of a manly Aſpect 
and Deportment. He ſpeaks very 
grace- 
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_ gracefully, and with the greateſt Eaſi- 
neſs imaginable. His Complexion is 
fair, and his Hair of a light brown. He 
has had very good Foundations of Lear- 
ning, as well as his Father who ſpeaks 
Latin fluently; and all due care has bin 
taken to furniſh him with ſuch other Ac- 
compliſhments, as are fit for a Gentle- 
man and a Prince, nor can any body bet- 
ter perform his Exerciſes. He's for his 
Years a great Maſter of Hiftory, and is 
in this, as in all things elſe, extraordina- 
ry curious and inquiſitive, which is the 
beſt and fureſt Foundation of uſeful 
Knowlege. Theſe acquir'd Parts, with 
a generous Diſpoſition and virtuous Incli- 
nations, will deſervedly render him the 
Darling of our People, and probably 
grace the Engliſh Throne with a moſt 
knowing Prince. He learns Engliſh with 
inexpreſſible Facility. Hitherto he has 
bin kept wholly free from all Vices, and 
has not only learn'd of his Grandmother 
to have a real eſteem for Engliſhmen, but 
he likewiſe entertains a high Notion of 
the Wiſdom, Goodneſs, and Power of 
the Engliſh Government, concerning 
which I heard him to my great Satisfac- 
tion ask ſeveral pertinent Queſtions, and 
ſuch as betoken'd no mean or com- 


mon Obſervation. I was ſurpriz'd to 
L find 
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find he underſtood fo much of our 


Affairs already, but his great Vivacity 
will not let him be ignorant of any 
thing. There's nothing more left to be 
wiſh'd, but that he be proof againſt the 
Temtations which accompany Great- 
neſs, and defended from the poiſonous 
Infection of Flatterers, who are the 
greateſt Bane of Societys, and com- 


monly occaſion the Ruin of Princes, if 


not in their Lives, yet at leaſt in their 
Fame and Reputation, I muſt not omit 
here to put you in mind with what 
Affection the late King receiv'd the 
young Prince at Loo, when the Duke of 


ELL brought him to wait on his Ma- 


jeſty; and I particularly remember you 
us d to obſerve with Pleaſure, - that he 
careſs'd him rather with the fondneſs of 


2 a Father, than treated him with the re- 


ſpect that was due to a Prince of his Rank. 


10. THE Elector has no other Chil- 
dren but the young Princeſs So emi a 
DorxoTHyY, who was born the 16th 
of March N. S. 1687. You may de- 


pend upon it, SIR, that I am not dazl'd 
by the Splendor of her ſuperior Condi- 


tion, nor biaſs'd by our ordinary Com- 


plaiſance for the ſofter Sex, when Laſſure 


you that ſhe's one of the moſt — 
ant 
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and charming young Ladys Jever ſaw. 
She's admirably well ſhap'd, tall enough 
for one of her Vears, of a ſweet and in- 
gaging Aſpect. The Color of her Hair 
is a fine brown, which to a clear Com- 
plexion (and ſuch is her's) is a very 
great Grace and Ornament. But yet 
nothing can compare with her Eyes of 
a very lively blue, wherin ſhe excedes 
all thoſe of this Court. In the reſt of 
her Features (to ſhow that I won't flat- 
ter even a Princeſs) I have ſeen other 
Beautys who might com in competi- 
tion with her. And yet, as I told you 
before, ſhe's really very hand ſom, and 
the Lineaments of her Face are duly 
regular. Her Education is ſutable to 
her Quality; and I need ſay no more 
of it, when I ſay that ſhe's govern'd 
by the Orders, and under the Inſpection 
of her moſt illuſtrious Grandmother, 
Whoſe Example alone is the beſt Pattern 
which any Woman can imitat or pro- 
poſe. She's very happy in the Endow- 
ments of her Mind, tho perhaps you'll! 
ſay that it's a matter which dos not 
much concern us; yet doubtleſs you'd 
retract ſuch a Notion, when you conſi- 
der'd, that if the Princedy without Chil- 
dren (which God forbid) ſhe's to ſuccede 
to the Crown of England preferably to 
L 2 — her 
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her Uncles, and all the reſt of her Fa- 
mily. But to do Juſtice to every body, 
in minding her Diſcourſe with others, 


and by what ſhe was pleas'd to ſay to 
my ſelf, ſhe appears to have a more than 
ordinary ſhare of good Senſe and Wit. 
The whole Town and Court commend 
the eaſineſs of her Manners, and the e- 
venneſs of her Diſpoſition; but above all 


her other Qualitys they highly extol her 
good Humor, which is the moſt valua- 


ble Endowment of either Sex, and the 


Foundation of moſt other Virtues. 


Upon the whole, conſidering her per- 
ſonal Merit, and the Dignity of her 


Family, I heartily wiſh and hope to ſec 
ber one day Queen of Sweden. 


11. THE Elector's next Brother, 
Prince MAaxtmiLian WILLIAM, Was 
born the 13th of December, N. S. 1666. 
I never ſaw him, he being a General Of- 


ficer under the Emperor; ſo is likewiſe 


Prince CHRISTIAN, who was born the 
19th of September, N. 8. 1671. The 


youngeſt of all, Prince Ex EST AuGus- 
Tus (calPd after his Father) was born 


the ſeventh of September, N. S. 1674.

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He makes the preſent Campaign under 
his Grace the Duke of MAR LBO-· 
RoOuG R, and is a Prince of a mild 
Temper, with very commendable Diſ- 
poſitions, There were two Brothers 
more kilPd in Hungary, whoſe Ages 

or Names it dos not import you to 
know. And now, SIR, I have given 
you the trueſt and moſt exact Account 
of this Family that was poſſible for 
me, but without any Diſguiſe or Par- 
tiality, according to my own Inclina- 
tions, and in obedience to your Deſires. 
I well know the Affection you bear 
their Highneſſes, not out of any perſo- 
nal Regards or Expectations (above 

which your Fortune has plac'd you) 

but as to Princes that have always go- 
vern'd in their own Country for the 
good of their People, and that are in 
time like to be more nearly concern'd 
with your Provinces, as well as in a 
better Condition to maintain the Prote- 
ſtant Religion, and to defend the Li- 
berty of Europe. From theſe Conſide- 
rations I promiſe my ſelf that you'l be 
pleas'd with my Relation, and forgive 
thoſe Imperfections which the little 
Time you allow'd wou'd not permit 
me to ſupply. And upon the whole, 
if you find that I am leſs addicted to 
: cenſure 
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cenſure than to praiſe (contrary to the 


cuſtom of the malicious and deſignin 


World) you are not to think for all this 


that I pretend to more good Nature 


than other People, but that I really 
found leſs matter to blame: for as to 
any minute Circumſtances, or the com- 
mon Imbecillitys of human Nature 


(from which you are not to imagin the 
Perſons of this Family peculiarly exem- 
ted) theſe are things to be ſuppos'd in 


our ordinary Diſcourſes of all Men, 


but are not worth relating, when they 
have no Influence on their public Ac- 
tions, and that they are fully aton'd 


and eclips'd by their numerous Virtues. 


Were it true (as you know it to be 


moſt falſe) that I was baniſh'd from 


that Court, and from this where 1 
have the Honor now to reſide, which 
ſom People report in England at this 
very time; yet in ſtrict Juſtice I cou'd 

ive no other Account, than what here- 


y I ſend you. Let me add that (con- 


trary to the wicked aſperſions and 
fond wiſhes of the ſame Tribe) there 
is no manner of miſunderſtanding be- 


tween our moſt gracious Queen ANNE 
and that Court, where I dare be bold 


to affirm that more Reſpect is paid to 


her Perſon, and more Juſtice .

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her Merit, than at home in her own 
Kingdoms : for there *tis notorious that 


| ſeveral queſtion her Title, who alſo 


reflect on her Adminiſtration ; wheras 
here the Right of the firſt is readi] 
admitted, and the Wiſdom of the laſt 
is highly applauded by all without ex- 
ception, but by none ſo much as thoſe 
who are the beſt able to judg in ſuch 
| Cafes, and who ſo far look on her 
Majeſty as the unchangeable Friend 
and Benefactreſs of their Houſe, 
that they abſolutely reſign the whole 
care of their Intereſt to her manage- 
ment, and never 1n the leaſt intermeddle 
(as other delign'd Succeſſors have don) 
in the domeſtic Affairs, or Partys, or 
Parlaments of England, tho nothing 
tranſacted there eſcapes their Cogni- 
ſance or Information. Tis impoſſible 
for me to expreſs in how high degrees 
of Reſpect and Veneration the Memory 
of King WILLIAM (the Reſtorer of 
the Engliſh and the Supporter of the 
European Liberty) is held in the Court 
of Hanover; but beſides the particular 
Gratitude they ow him in that place, 
there is likewiſe ſuch an Admiration 
paid to his heroic Qualitys (as there 
Was an intire Deference given to his 
Judgment when alive) all over Germa- 


ny, 
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ny, that I'll ſay no more of it, either as 

a Fact in it ſelf remarkable, or to you 
unknown.
